Join shoulder seams. 

Collar- 1st half 

With WS facing using 3 mm needles and 
Coral, knit yp 9 sts across right back neck 
omitting garter st border, then knit up 11 
sts around fronrt neck to centre (20 sts). 
Starting with a P row, work 7 rows in 
stocking st increasing 1 st at back edge on 
every K row (23 sts).

Shape armholes 

Cast oft 5 sts at beg of next 2 rows, then 
dec 1 st at each end ol foil 2 rows (28 sis). 
Work 10 rovre straight. Cast off. 



STRAPS (rrtake 2) 

With 3 mm needles and Bluebell cast on 7 
sis. Starting with a K row, work 36 rows in 
stocking, st. 

Change to Brown and work 4 rows straight. 
Dec 1 St at each end of next 2 rows. K3tog 
and fasten off. 

FASTENERS [make 4) 

With 3 min needles and White, cast on 4 
sts. Starting with a K row, work 8 rows in 
stocking st. Cast off. 

MAKE UP 

Join side seams of back and front. Sew 
fastened to shaped ends of straps [2 on 
each strap). Sew a button on end of each 
fastener. Sew one half of each snap 
fastener under each button, then sew other 
half to top edge of front of pinafore. Sew 
cast on edge of straps to back of pinafore. 

BOOTS 

Work as for Tiny's Boots but using Empe ror 
for Uppers and Solas and one strand each 
of Emparor and Mayflower for Lacas.

Measurements 

Blza approximately 20 cm wide x 22 cm 
deep 

Quantities 

Patons Knit 'n' Sava DK 
3 25g balls Of Sunshine (7799). 

2 26g balls of Azalea (7781 ). 

1 25g ball in each of Royal (7643}, Leaf 
(7720) and Red [7716). 

20 cm of 1 14 cm wide fabric for lining. 
35 cm of 1 cm wide elasbo. 

Small place of velcro. 

Oddments of pink, red, blue, white and 
brown felt. 

Suitable glue for slicking felt. 

Quantities of yam are approximate 
as they are based on average 
requirements. 

Check actual yam colour as printing 
may not matcfi yarn exactly. 



Pair each Milward 3 mm (UK i iflJSA 3). 
4 mm (UK 8/USA 6) and 414 mm (UK 7/ 
USA 7) needles. 

Tension 

On 41^ mm needles with yarn used 
double^ 16 sts and 24 rows to 10 cm 
(stocking stitch).

BACK AND FRONT ALIKE 

With 414 mrt\ needles and Sunshine, cast 
on 26 sts.
